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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Gojfstown: 

Another  year  has  passed  and  the  annual  report  by 
your  Selectmen  is  one  of  progress.  Many  problems  have 
been  faced;  some  have  been  solved  and  others  that  will 
arise  in  the  near  future  will,  we  are  sure,  be  consum- 
mated in  the  same  co-operative  manner  that  has  pre- 
vailed in  the  past. 

The  year  1958  has  seen  the  completion  of  the  Sewage 
Disposal  System  and  extensions. 

On  June  1st  our  Town  Shed  burned  and  all  the  high- 
way equipment  was  destroyed.  We  now  have  a  Town 
Garage,  not  a  shed,  a  grader,  payloader  and  a  sidewalk 
plow,  all  second  to  none. 

A  new  bridge  replaced  the  noisy  wooden  one  at 
Parker's  Station.  This  bridge  is  constructed  of  cement 
and  was  built  on  a  sixty-forty  basis  with  the  State  pay- 
ing Four  Thousand  and  Goffstown  paying  Six  Thousand. 

During  the  past  several  years  all  radio  calls  to  the 
local  police  came  from  the  Manchester  Police  Depart- 
ment, with  no  charge  to  the  Town.  In  August  we  were 
notified  that  they  could  no  longer  serve  us  and  our 
needs.  As  we  were  faced  with  no  radio  communication 
the  Selectmen  held  a  meeting  with  Chief  of  Police  Earle 
Dubois,  Warren  Corwin  and  a  representative  of  the  New 
England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  who  ex- 
plained the  blue  network  system.  It  was  decided  to  meet 
with  the  Fire  Department  and  get  their  approval  to 


change  their  planned  radio  set-up  to  coincide  with  a 
police  wave  length.  The  decision  was  reached  for  the 
two  departments  to  work  together  in  setting  up  a  radio 
system.  With  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Corwin,  a  representa- 
tive of  the  Motorola  Company,  the  Town  was  able  to 
install  the  new  system,  and  receive  matching  funds 
from  the  State  Civil  Defense.  The  blue  network  system 
for  police  emergency  was  also  installed.  There  are  five 
phones  with  at  least  one  covered  at  all  times.  The  Town 
has  a  complete  coverage  of  both  phones  and  radio  com- 
munication in  any  emergency. 

Due  to  the  expansion  of  the  town  in  the  past  ten  years 
the  State  has  increased  the  compact  area  of  the  village. 
High  Street  has  been  extended  from  Carl  Pattee's  home 
to  the  road  at  Sunset  Orchard;  South  Mast  Street  from 
Wallace  Road  to  Park  Lane;  New  Boston  Road  from 
Bog  Road  to  a  point  beyond  the  Willis  Cushing  place. 
These  changes  increase  our  road  mileage  giving  us 
three  miles  more  of  road  to  maintain  and  we  will  re- 
ceive increase  in  State  Aid. 

A  new  industry  has  been  invited  to  locate  here.  The 
Manchester  Rendering  Company  is  constructing  a  plant 
to  process  feathers.  The  product  is  called  "feather 
meal".  It  has  a  high  protein  content  and  will  be  used 
in  fertilizer  and  poultry  food.  The  plant  is  located  on 
Tenney  Road,  about  three  miles  out  of  town.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  the  building  and  machinery  will  cost  about 
Two  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars.  The  land  on  Tenney 
Road  was  purchased  from  Karanikas  and  Sons,  which 


Company  interested  the  Manchester  Rendering  Com- 
pany locating  in  Goffstown. 

With  the  progress  of  our  town,  taxes  will,  no  doubt, 
be  higher,  so  perhaps  a  revaluation  of  the  town  is  in 
order.  The  Tax  Commission  informs  us  that  due  to  the 
size  of  the  staff  it  will  be  impossible  to  reassess  many  of 
the  towns.  We  have  been  contacted  by  the  company 
that  is  doing  the  preliminary  work  in  Meredith  consist- 
ing of  aerial  maps,  tax  and  rural  maps  and  all  data 
pertaining  to  the  reassessing  of  the  Town.  After  making 
a  local  survey,  they  would  do  a  similar  piece  of  work  in 
Goffstown  for  Fourteen  Thousand  Dollars.  Their  infor- 
mation would  aid  the  assessors  in  the  task  of  reassessing 
which  would  cost  approximately  an  additional  Fifteen 
or  Sixteen  Thousand  Dollars. 

The  first  project  for  1959  will  probably  be  the  re- 
construction of  High  Street.  With  federal,  state  and  the 
town's  matching  funds  we  should  have  approximately 
One  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars. 

A  bill  is  before  the  legislature  giving  financial  aid  to 
towns  and  cities  who  have  been  forced  to  construct 
sewage  systems  by  the  Water  Pollution  Commission.  If 
the  bill  is  passed,  Goffstown's  share  will  be  20 7c'  of  the 
cost  of  the  total  project  and  should  be  Forty  or  Fifty 
Thousand  Dollars.  This  amount  will  be  paid  on  a  yearly 
basis  at  10%  and  will  help  finance  the  sewer  problems 
on  High  Street.  The  road  bed  has  been  a  hazard  for 
many  years  and  the  sewer  problem  should  be  solved 
at  the  time  the  new  street  is  being  gonstructed. 


Apparently  a  new  school  is  needed,  also  a  fire  station, 
which,  of  course,  will  increase  our  tax  burden  but  re- 
gardless, it  is  a  sign  of  progress  and  with  this  in  mind, 
Goffstown  will  continue  to  grow  and  be  a  community 
which  can  be  looked  on  with  pride.

Under  the  able  supervision  of  Murray  Hartshorn  this  Sewage  Dis- 
posal System  has  been  working  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  concerned, 
and  with  the  cleaning  of  the  river  good  fishing  and  bathing  will 
prevail.

SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING 
1958 

Goffstown,  N.  H. 
September  3,  1958 

The  Special  Meeting  which  was  held  by  permission 
of  the  Superior  Court  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
for  the  County  of  Hillsborough  on  September  3,  1958 
was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  David  V.  Prugh 
at   7:30  P.M.   and  he  thereupon  read   the  Warrant. 

Motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  that  Dorris 
M.  Hardy  be  elected  Clerk  Pro  Tern  in  the  absence  of 
Ralph  E.  Wakefield,  Sr. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  one  ballot  be  cast. 
Ballot  was  cast  and  Dorris  M.  Hardy  was  elected  Clerk 
Pro  Tern. 


The  moderator  called  on  Mr.  Nathaniel  Bigelow  of 
the  Budget  Committee.  He  stated  that  the  Budget  Com- 
mittee met  and  went  over  the  requirements  that  are 
being  brought  up  at  this  meeting  and  that  they  were 
unanimously  in  favor  of  what  the  Selectmen  are  doing 
in  relation  to  this  situation.  He  stated  that  they  had 
gone  over  the  insurance  and  find  that  the  Selectmen 
have  done  a  good  job  with  the  insurance  program  and 
that  the  equipment  is  actually  needed. 

The  moderator  then  opened  the  meeting  for  discus- 
sion. No  discussion. 

Selectman  Laurence  Whitten  then  moved  and  Select- 
man Romeo  LaRochelle  seconded  the  motion  that  the 
Town  adopt  the  Article  as  written  in  the  Warrant. 

The  moderator  again  asked  for  any  questions.  No 
discussion. 

On  the  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  by  Select- 
men Whitten  and  LaRochelle,  it  was  put  to  a  vote  and 
the  motion  was  carried;  whereupon  a  vote  by  ballot 
was  asked  for  by  Mr.  Kenneth  Hambleton  and  the 
motion  duly  made  and  seconded  that  same  be  taken. 

Motion  carried  and  balloting  was  in  order. 

The  Moderator  then  stated  the  motion  before  the 
meeting  to  adopt  the  article  as  written,  namely,  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Thirty-six  Thousand 
Dollars  ($36,000.)  in  accordance  with  Chapter  33:8  of 
the  N.  H.  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  1955,  for  the 
construction  of  a  fireproof  building,  and  the  replacing 
of  the  Grader,  Payloader,  Sidewalk  Plow,  and  High- 
way Department  tools  that  were  destroyed  in  the  fire 
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on  June  1, 1958,  and  to  issue  notes  not  to  exceed  Thirty- 
six  Thousand  Dollars  ($36,000.)  to  be  used  with  the  in- 
surance money,  together  with  previously  appropriated 
funds  specified  for  Grader  and  Payloader  replace- 
ments and  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  de- 
termine the  time  and  place  of  payment  and  other  de- 
tails of  said  notes. 

Fred  Parker,  Alfred  Poore,  Sr.  and  Nathan  Tirrell 
were  appointed  as  ballot  clerks. 

Votes  cast— 100  Voted  Yes— 58        Voted  No— 42 

Necessary  for  2/3  majority — 67  Motion  lost. 

Selectman  Whitten  then  had  the  floor  and  explained 
the  situation  in  detail  quoting  figures  submitted  for 
various  pieces  of  equipment  and  thus  acquainted  those 
present  with  the  procedure  followed  in  purchasing  the 
equipment.  He  stated  that  if  the  Town  does  not  ap- 
prove it,  the  Town  may  appeal  to  the  Commission.  Mr. 
Whitten  also  quoted  the  various  increases  in  the  in- 
surance on  Town  property  that  have  been  made  by 
the  present  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Norton  Phelps  asked  if  the  money  was  to  be  raised 
by  note  or  bond.  Advised  "by  note". 

Elmer  Nickerson  arose  and  asked  the  question — If 
we  were  to  put  up  a  new  building  for  the  equipment, 
would  it  jump  our  tax  rate  at  all?  Mr.  Whitten  ex- 
plained that  it  would  not. 

Nathaniel  Bigelow  then  stated  that  he  personally 
would  like  to  hear  from  someone  who  had  voted  against 


the  Article  in  the  Warrant.  No  response  to  this  re- 
quest. 

Former  Chairman  of  the  Selectmen  James  George 
stated  that  it  seemed  to  him  poor  policy  to  have  this 
good  equipment  standing  out-of-doors  in  all  kinds  of 
weather  and  he  moved  that  we  reconsider  the  vote 
just  taken.  This  was  seconded  by  Elmer  Nickerson, 
and  it  was  voted  that  we  reconsider  the  action  taken. 

Roland  Barnard  asked  if  the  Selectmen  would  con- 
sider taking  this  out  of  surplus.  Mr.  Whitten  responded 
that  the  surplus  was  the  same  as  uncollected  taxes, 
and  that  we  were  solvent  so  that  we  would  have  to 
raise  it  by  note  as  no  matter  what  happens  we  have  to 
borrow  it  and  we  have  always  borrowed  in  anticipation 
of  taxes.  He  stated  that  we  have  around  $40,000  in 
surplus  but  the  Tax  commission  would  not  let  us  use 
it,  but  we  had  been  given  $900.  on  it  this  year. 

Elmer  Nickerson  states  that  it  seemed  strange  to  him 
that  we  put  so  much  into  equipment  and  question  the 
building.  He  stated  that  the  average  man  will  spend 
$1800.  to  $2000.  to  house  his  automobile  which  is  worth 
from  $50.  to  $2000.  and  that  the  Town  as  owners  of 
this  equipment  must  stop  and  realize  we  have  a  lot 
of  metal  equipment  which  will  rust  if  we  do  not  get 
it  under  something  whether  it  is  a  metal  or  a  wooden 
building.  He  stated  that  he  was  in  agreement  with  Mr. 
Bigelow  of  the  Budget  Committee.  He  stated  that  we 
should  give  out  bids  to  all  local  and  outside  contrac- 
tors to  get  the  lowest  possible  bid.  He  stated  that  he 
honestly  thought  we  needed  the  building. 
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Moderator  Prugh  asked  for  further  discussion.  No 
further  discussion. 

Moderator  Prugh  then  stated  that  if  there  was  no  ob- 
jection, we  would  again  vote  by  ballot  on  the  question 
with  the  same  ballot  clerks.  No  objection  given  and 
balloting  was  in  order.

Our  #12  Caterpillar  Grader  is  second  to  none,  not  only  being  the 
best  they  build  but  the  features  incorporated  in  this  unit  will  be 
modern  for  years  to  come.  It  has  power  steering,  140  H.  P.  Diesel 
motor,    hydraulic   mouldboard,    electric   starter   and    many   other   fea-

1958 

The  scope  of  library  use  continues  to  broaden  every 
year.  Not  only  is  general  reading  service  provided  to 
the  average  citizen,  but  many  questions  are  answered 
and  books  provided  for  students  in  town.  On  special 
request,  books  are  ordered  from  the  State  Library  at 
Concord  to  supplement  our  own  limited  supply.  The 
Bookmobile,  another  state  service,  visits  our  town  every 
other  month,  enabling  us  to  offer  still  wider  selection 
in  all  categories.  During  the  summer  months  a  Reading 
Club  for  the  children  was  formed  by  Mrs.  Webster, 
the  Children's  Librarian.  This  local  club  was  affiliated 
with  a  national  club  and  proved  to  be  both  popular  and 
worthwhile  in  promoting  wider  and  improved  reading 
habits  for  the  children.  Recently,  Miss  Doreen  Harper, 
State  Library  Consultant,  surveyed  conditions  and 
needs  locally.  With  her  assistance,  we  hope  to  make 
further  improvements,  which  will  standardize  our 
library  with  others  of  its  size  in  the  state. 

We  were  most  unfortunate  to  lose  our  very  faithful 
and  capable  librarian,  Mrs.  Ruth  Sears,  when  she 
moved  from  Goffstown.  Mrs.  Dorothy  Vickery  was  ap- 
pointed to  succeed  her. 

The  insurance  coverage  on  the  building  and  con- 
tents has  been  increased  during  the  year.  The  hard- 
wood floors  have  been  refinished.  A  quantity  of  dis- 
carded books  was  sold  for  profit. 

The  Board  wishes  to  extend  its  sincere  thanks  to  the 
Shirley  and  Unity  Clubs  for  their  gifts  of  money:  to 


the  Goffstown  Community  Garden  Club  and  several 
interested  friends  for  their  gifts  of  books.

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A   FEW   REASONS   FOR  THE   NEED  OF 
NEW   FIRE   STATION 

As  you  may  have  already  noticed  in  the  Town  War- 
rant for  1959  we  are  asking  for  a  New  Fire  Station. 

The  following  are  a  few,  of  many,  undesirable  con- 
ditions in  the  existing  building  of  the  village  fire  sta- 
tion. 

The  apparatus  doors  are  the  swinging  type,  opening 
inward  and  have  two  by  four  bars  across  the  inside  to 
keep  them  closed.  This  is  contrary  to  all  safety  rules 
and  would  hamper,  if  not  prevent,  us  from  getting  the 
equipment  out  in  case  of  fire.  The  boiler  is  in  the  same 
room  as  the  apparatus  and  alarm  system,  which  in 
case  of  fire  might  even  prevent  us  from  getting  an 
alarm  through.  It  is  a  low  posted  building  and  if  fire 
got  a  start  would  also  prevent  anyone  from  getting  in- 
side to  get  apparatus  out.  It  is  already  too  small  for 
the  equipment  we  have  in  it.  One  of  the  doors  is  so 
small  we  only  have  four  or  five  inches  clearance  on 
each  side  of  the  trucks  in  which  to  move  in  and  out, 
and  there  is  no  chance  to  enlarge  or  put  in  new  doors, 
without  spending  a  prohibitive  amount  of  money.  One 
truck  in  this  station  is  twenty  nine  years  old.  When  this 
truck  is  replaced,  which  shouldn't  be  too  many  years 
hence,  there  would  not  be  a  stall  large  enough  to  get  it 
inside.  Floors  and  apron  of  building  were  never  built 
to  stand  the  heavy  apparatus  required  today:  conse- 
quently, they  are  breaking  up  from  the  travel  on  them. 


We  have  taken  all  precautions  that  we  can  to  protect 
the  building  from  fire  without  spending  any  large  sums 
of  money,  but  if  we  are  forced  to  stay  in  this  building 
we  will  be  obliged  to  spend  several  thousand  dollars  to 
make  alterations,  etc.,  to  protect  the  equipment  and 
enlarge  the  building. 

The  spring  of  1958  an  account  was  taken  of  the  stock 
and  equipment.  This  amounted  to  a  conservative  figure 
of  $80,000.00.  Is  this  worth  protecting  with  a  fire  proof 
building?  An  estimate  has  been  made  of  $70,000.00  for 
an  all  concrete  building.  An  all  steel  building  like  the 
highway  department  just  completed  should  be  con- 
sidered, which  can  save  us  considerable  over  the  con- 
crete building. 

To  conclude  this  report,  the  undesirables  mentioned 
are  not  all  of  them.  We  could  go  on  for  several  pages 
more  but  this  will  give  you  an  idea  of  the  conditions  in 
our  station.  Also  let's  not  forget  the  same  thing  could 
happen  to  the  fire  station  that  happened  to  the  highway 
garage.

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YOU   CAN   HELP   PREVENT   FOREST   FIRES 

Twenty-five  percent  of  all  forest  fires  in  New  Hamp- 
shire are  caused  from  careless  debris  burning — brush, 
paper,  leaves,  etc.  Most  of  them  are  started  without  the 
required  permit  from  the  local  forest  fire  warden.  The 
cost  of  extinguishing  these  fires  annually  runs  into  large 
sums  of  money. 

According  to  law,  responsible  parties  must  pay  the 
cost  of  putting  them  out.  In  addition,  violators  may  be 
subject  to  court  prosecution  with  fines  running  as  high 
as  ($200)  two  hundred  dollars. 

In  the  interest  of  fire  prevention  why  not  eliminate 
burning  at  home?  Use  your  town  dump.  It  has  been  set 
up  for  your  personal  convenience.  It  provides  a  suitable 
place  for  the  disposal  of  dangerous  inflammable  waste 
material  and  other  useless  items  which  accumulate 
around  the  home  and  local  stores,  brush,  etc.  cut  on 
your  property.  Eliminate  the  hazard  of  burning  your- 
self. It  will  be  easier  for  you — personally  and  finan- 
cially. 

If,  however,  you  do  burn  on  your  premises: 

1.  Secure  a  permit  from  your  local  forest  fire  warden 
— the  law  requires  it. 

2.  Be  sure  to  properly  supervise  your  burning.  Don't 
leave  it. 

3.  Make   certain   your   fire   is   DEAD    OUT   before 
leaving  it. 


Save  yourself  much  possible  difficulty.

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REPORT  OF   BARNARD   PLAYGROUND  TRUSTEES 

The  1958  season  showed  a  marked  improvement  in 
interest  at  Barnard  Playground.  The  well-attended 
summer  program  for  the  children  was  conducted  by 
Norton  Phelps,  Jr.  and  Jean  Dunsmore.  The  innovation 
of  chess  on  rainy  days  kept  the  older  children  occupied. 
The  purchase  of  Badminton  sets  afforded  an  added 
activity. 

Accomplishments  during  the  year  included  reroofing 
and  painting  of  grandstand,  rolling  of  outfield  and  paint- 
ing new  lines  on  tennis  court.  Some  work  was  also 
done  on  the  grandstand,  such  as  setting  nails  and  re- 
placing some  plank  seats.  Several  truck  loads  of  gravel 
were  added  to  the  road  in  an  attempt  to  eliminate  a 
hazardous  condition,  and  flood  lights  of  a  permanent 
type  were  installed. 

The  Casualty  Insurance  Company  made  an  inspec- 
tion and  recommended  the  following: 

1.  Replace  all  broken  or  splintered  planks  in  grand- 
stand. 

2.  Repair  backstop  in  front  of  grandstand. 

3.  Drive  in  all  protruding  nails  in  grandstand. 

4.  Clean  up  all  debris,  broken  glass,  etc. 

5.  Fence  off  open  pond. 

6.  Install  better  and  more  sanitary  drinking  facili- 
ties. 


Items  2,  3,  and  4  have  been  complied  with,  and  items  1 
and  6  are  contemplated  in  the  ensuing  year. 

Other  projects  for  the  coming  year  include  new  roof- 
ing on  the  archway,  repairing  of  backstop  for  the  tennis 
court,  repairing  or  replacement  of  benches  and  instal- 
lation of  a  volley  ball  court. 

Because  of  added  activities  such  as  band  concerts  by 
the  American  Legion  Post  and  carnivals  by  the  Goffs- 
town  Police  Association,  in  addition  to  the  children's 
program,  we,  the  trustees,  feel  that  adequate  toilet  faci- 
lities should  be  installed.  By  using  the  under  side  of 
the  grandstand,  no  additional  building  would  be  neces- 
sary. Plumbing  estimates  amount  to  $1,000.00,  which 
would  include  two  separate  lavatories  equipped  with 
two  toilets,  a  sink  and,  in  one,  a  urinal,  and  the  neces- 
sary septic  tank.  An  additional  $250.00  would  be  re- 
quired for  carpentry,  electrical  supplies  and  labor.  If 
the  town  feels,  as  we  do,  that  this  is  a  very  necessary 
project,  an  additional  $1,250.00  would  have  to  be  ap- 
proriated  to  cover  the  added  expense. 

We,  the  trustees  of  Barnard  Playground,  will  con- 
tinue to  serve  you  and  the  best  interests  of  all  the 
people  of  Goffstown.

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GOFFSTOWN   SCHOOL   BOARD  ANNUAL   REPORT 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  School  Board  that  we  come 
into  this  Annual  Meeting  with  our  schools  a  great  deal 
stronger  than  a  year  ago.  The  large  turnover  in  per- 
sonnel— Superintendent,  High  School  Principal  and  a 
large  percentage  of  teachers — has  presented  its  prob- 
lems, but  on  the  positive  side  has  brought  a  great  deal 
of  new  energy,  ideas  and  enthusiasm,  not  seen  in  re- 
cent years.  This  rejuvenation  has  reflected  itself  in 
higher  academic  standards,  stricter  discipline  and 
healthy  spirit  of  cooperation  between  school  adminis- 
trative offices  and  your  School  Board. 

The  Board  has,  in  conjunction  with  the  Teachers 
Committee,  developed  a  realistic  wage  schedule  which 
will  enable  us  to  keep  and  attract  top  notch  teachers. 
This  new  salary  schedule  is  reflected  in  our  proposed 
budget. 

The  decision  of  the  voters  to  accept  the  Board's  rec- 
ommendation at  the  1958  meeting  to  hire  a  helping 
teacher  has  already  proved  to  be  a  wise  choice. 

In  submitting  a  report  of  a  year's  progress  and  ac- 
complishment our  enthusiasm  must  be  tempered  by 
the  full  knowledge  that  we  still  have  a  long  road  to 
travel.  A  lot  of  work  and  planning  lies  ahead  if  our 
schools  are  to  be  considered  fully  adequate  for  the  role 
of  preparing  today's  students  for  today's  standards. 

A  great  deal  of  your  School  Board's  time  during  the 
past  year  has  been  spent  in  working  with  the  Town 
School  Building  Committee.  While  it  is  humanly  im- 


possible to  make  predictions  far  into  the  future,  the 
Board  has  developed  after  nearly  a  year's  study,  a 
method  by  which  the  school  population  can  be  predicted 
for  a  five  year  period  at  the  beginning  of  each  school 
year.  This,  coupled  with  our  population  growth  which 
has  now  been  accurately  plotted  over  the  past  twenty 
years,  has  given  us  ample  proof  to  show  that  our  school 
population  has  not  yet  reached  a  leveling  off  stage. 

With  the  ever  increasing  competition  for  admission 
to  colleges,  as  well  as  in  business  requirements  directly 
out  of  school,  our  students  are  finding  it  increasingly 
more  difficult  to  compete  on  an  equal  basis.  This  means 
just  one  thing — a  re-evaluation  of  our  curriculum  with 
an  emphasis  towards  offering  students  more  of  what  is 
needed. 

In  a  recent  nation  wide  survey  business  men  were 
asked  what  they  wanted  of  graduates  and  if  they  were 
getting  what  they  wanted.  They  were  also  asked  if  they 
were  satisfied  with  educational  procedure  and  results. 
The  answer  given  by  the  majority  was  "Give  me  an 
educated  man  and  I  will  train  him." 

Educators  are  now  generally  agreed  that  every  per- 
son should  have  a  liberal  arts  education — a  degree 
specifically — or  as  much  as  possible  before  specializa- 
tion. 

The  major  consideration  in  all  our  minds  has  been 
in  working  towards  a  solution  which  will  provide  our 
children  with  the  most  in  education  value  for  each 
tax  dollar  expended.  Our  present  situation  is  compli- 
cated by  the  fact  that  we  are  faced  with  problems  of 
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both  the  Elementary  and  High  School  levels.  Since 
both  problems  must  be  solved  a  study  was  made  to  sub- 
stantiate the  majority  feeling  that  the  most  favorable 
solution  would  be  to  build  a  new  High  School,  either  on 
our  own  or  as  a  cooperative  venture  with  New  Bos- 
ton and  Weare.  This  reasoning  is  based  on  the  fact 
that,  according  to  our  enrollment  projections,  the  freeing 
of  the  present  High  School  for  elementary  classrooms 
would  solve  the  elementary  problem  until  at  least  the 
1963-1964  season. 

It  is  the  feeling  of  the  joint  committee  that  due  to  the 
importance  of  a  decision  of  this  kind  we  should  con- 
sider retaining  a  reputable  trained  school  consultant 
to  supplement  this  group's  studies.  An  article  has 
therefore  been  inserted  in  this  warrant  to  provide  for 
this  consultant.  If  this  article  meets  with  the  approval 
of  the  voters,  concrete  recommendations  will  be  avail- 
able for  your  consideration  in  the  not  too  distant  fu- 
ture. 

This  report  would  be  far  from  complete  if  we  did  not 
express  our  sincere  appreciation  to  our  Superintendent, 
Helping  Teacher,  Principals  and  Teachers  for  their 
tremendous  cooperation  and  understanding  during  the 
past  year.  They  have  often  worked  under  handicaps 
and  have  to  be  commended  for  a  job  well  done.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Goffstown: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  first  annual 
report  as  your  superintendent. 

ENROLLMENT 

As  pupil  enrollment  has  increased  more  rapidly 
during  the  past  few  years  than  school  construction, 
we  are  faced  with  a  critical  shortage  of  classrooms. 
This  growth  has  been  so  rapid  that  our  school  popu- 
lation has  grown  100%  since  the  fall  of  1948! 

Many  previously  published  projected  enrollments 
in  the  Town  Reports  gave  a  conservative  estimate  of 
enrollment  because  these  estimates  were  based  upon 
an  "in  line"  projection  rather  than  a  corrected  formula 
type.  The  former  technique  assumes  that  the  same 
number  of  pupils  will  graduate  from  high  school  as 
entered  the  first  grade  twelve  years  previously.  An- 
other factor  not  taken  into  consideration  by  these  esti- 
mates is  that  Goffstown  is  one  of  the  few  towns  in  the 
state  having  a  large  population  growth  since  the  last 
Federal  Census  was  taken.  The  formula  type  of  pro- 
jected enrollment  recognizes  that  the  population  is 
never  static  and  compensates  for  pupils  moving  in 
and  out  of  schools.  The  projected  figures  which  have 
appeared  in  the  local  paper  in  recent  articles  about  our 
schools  have  been  of  necessity  the  formula  type. 

Therefore,  it  is  apparent  that  a  critical  classroom  situ- 
ation has  indeed  been  a  reality  for  some  time. 

During  the  last  decade  many  changes  have  occurred 


in  the  local  schools.  The  New  Elementary  school  has 
been  built,  the  White  School  has  been  refurbished,  al- 
terations made  to  Bartlett  and  Grasmere,  and  an  addi- 
tion was  added  to  the  High  School  which  provided  a 
gymnasium,  a  small  number  of  classrooms,  and  an  in- 
adequate area  for  shop  and  home  economics  units. 

Lacking  a  comprehensive  or  an  over  all  plan  of  school 
addition  and  construction,  time  and  money  have  been 
consumed.  This  lack  of  a  master  plan  is  the  reason  for 
our  present  dilemma.  In  order  to  prevent  such  a  reoc- 
currence during  this  extremely  crucial  time,  I  urge  the 
employment  of  a  trained,  experienced  educational 
consultant  to  study  and  advise  us  of  our  specific  build- 
ing needs  for  the  present  and  future. 

Indications  are  that  the  coming  school  year  will  be 
the  last  one  in  which  we  can  accommodate  our  elemen- 
tary children  in  our  schools  at  a  single  session.  Be- 
ginning in  the  fall  of  1959  and  predicated  upon  the  edu- 
cationally unsound  factor  of  30  plus  pupils  in  a  class  in 
comparison  to  the  universally  recognized  optimum  num- 
ber of  25,  we  will  be  faced  with  a  shortage  of  additional 
rooms  each  year,  until  in  1963  the  total  of  at  least  eight 
additional  rooms  will  be  necessary. 

The  high  school  picture  is  equally  as  critical.  When 
the  growth  pattern  in  the  upper  elementary  grades 
reaches  high  school  age,  this  building  will  be  filled  be- 
yond its  capacity.  In  1960  the  present  arrangement  of 
housing  three  eighth  grades  will  be  impossible  and  ad- 
ditional rooms  will  be  needed  to  accommodate  these 
classes. 
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FACULTY 

Our  staff  has  undergone  many  changes  again  this 
year  with  nine  new  teachers — three  additional  and  six 
replacements.  When  these  changes  are  added  to  the  47 
different  replacements  and  additional  teachers  in  the 
past  five  years,  and  75  different  changes  in  the  past  10 
years,  it  points  to  a  serious  deficiency  in  our  schools; 
namely,  that  of  an  unstable  faculty. 

Contributing  causes  for  these  changes  are  low  sal- 
aries, split  or  divided  grades,  increased  enrollments, 
insufficient  and  inadequate  instructional  tools  and  out- 
moded school  buildings.  Time  in  a  position  is  required 
for  a  teacher  to  become  acclimated  that  he  may  give  a 
full  capacity  of  teacher  efficiency.  We  as  many  other 
small  towns  have  maintained  a  training  school  for 
teachers  at  our  children's  expense.  In  order  to  eliminate 
this  serious  unstable  state  of  our  staff,  the  Goffstown 
School  Board  has  adopted  a  salary  schedule  which  will 
pay  an  acceptable  salary  and  will  challenge  teachers 
to  perform  in  a  professional  efficient  manner  as  incre- 
ments are  based  upon  merit  and  are  not  automatic. 

ACCOMPLISHMENTS 

Much  has  been  accomplished  this  past  half  year.  The 
employment  of  Mr.  Spiro  Anastos  as  a  Helping  Teacher 
on  a  Union  Basis  has  been  a  factor  in  bringing  about 
correlation  and  improved  teaching  efficiency  on  all 
grade  levels.  Many  adequate  instructional  tools  have 
been  provided  for  our  students  in  order  to  correct  ex- 


isting deficiencies  and  the  new  budget  includes  more 
facilities  which  are  still  urgently  needed  if  we  are  to 
provide  a  minimum  standard  of  education.  Existing 
instructional  deficiencies  cannot  be  corrected  during 
any  one  year,  therefore  multiple  year  plans  have  been 
established  and  priority  given  to  those  items  of  greatest 
importance.  A  routine  standardized  testing  program  has 
been  established  which  will  aid  in  evaluating  our  stu- 
dents' work  and  the  curriculum.  The  teachers  are  in 
the  process  of  studying  and  evaluating  the  curriculum 
and  it  is  hoped  that  curriculum  guides  in  all  subjects 
and  in  each  grade  will  be  in  every  teacher's  hands  a 
year  from  this  fall,  as  an  aid  to  more  efficient  teaching. 
The  high  school  curriculum  has  been  strengthened 
and  we  are  among  the  few  high  schools  in  the  state 
offering  a  third  year  in  a  foreign  language,  and  the 
offering  of  a  course  in  Advanced  Science  and  Mathe- 
matics to  Seniors.  Teacher  morale,  and  rapport  with 
pupils,  has  increased  tremendously  this  year;  these 
are  prime  factors  in  a  progressive  program. 

OUR  NEEDS 

The  most  urgent  problem  is  the  formulation  and 
adoption  of  a  master  plan  of  action  in  order  to  solve 
our  elementary  and  high  school  building  program,  and 
to  operate  within  the  framework  of  our  school  debt. 

The  immediate  shortage  of  elementary  classrooms 
and  our  future  needs  in  this  area  are  apparent.  The 
physical  inadequacy  of  the  high  school  has  been  dis- 
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cussed  in  the  local  press  and  in  past  Town  Reports. 
When  the  serious  curriculum  deficiencies  of  the  high 
school  are  coupled  with  its  physical  limitations,  it 
demonstrates  the  need  for  either  adding  on  to  the  pre- 
sent school  and  providing  adequate  space  in  all  subject 
areas,  or  the  construction  of  a  new  building,  either  lo- 
cally or  on  a  cooperative  basis.  Small  high  schools  are 
more  expensive,  less  efficient  and  cannot  provide  for 
the  type  of  education  which  we  desire  for  our  children. 
Because  of  the  size  of  the  school  some  subjects  cannot 
be  offered  and  thus  some  students  either  drop 
out  of  high  school  or  lose  interest.  The  percent- 
age of  students  who  entered  Goffstown  High  School 
and  who  either  dropped  out  of  school  or  trans- 
ferred before  graduation  over  the  last  six  years 
varies  from  16%  to  44%  per  year.  Consolidation 
through  the  proposed  cooperative  high  school  plan 
would  undoubtedly  benefit  us  most  as  we  would  be 
able  to  have  voting  representation  in  regards  to  site, 
construction,  equipment,  curriculum  etc.,  for  the  new 
building.  Due  to  local  situations  and  the  condition  of 
the  high  school  plant  and  its  numerous  inadequacies, 
the  best  solution  would  seem  to  be  a  cooperative  school 
district  for  grades  7-12.  Your  superintendent  has  in- 
cluded grades  7  and  8  in  the  category,  as  a  study  of 
projected  enrollments  within  the  next  five  years  indi- 
cates that  these  grades  will  be  large  and  to  be  accom- 
modated on  a  local  level,  an  additional  building  may  be 
required.  In  a  larger  school,  pupils  have  the  oppor- 
tunity for  more  advantageous  course  selection,  access 


to  a  variety  of  instructional  tools  and  equipment,  better 
trained,  qualified  and  stable  faculties,  and  through  edu- 
cational grouping  of  the  students  and  adjusting  the 
curriculum  to  individual  differences,  more  efficient  re- 
sults will  be  obtained. 

The  educational  advantages  of  a  cooperative  school 
are  many  and  completely  overshadow  those  which 
could  be  realized  by  building  our  own  high  school. 
Dr.  Conant's  report  on  "A  Study  of  the  American  High 
School"  does  categorically  state  that  any  high  school 
with  less  than  100  members  in  its  graduating  class  is 
too  small  if  it  is  to  adequately  serve  the  educational 
needs  of  its  community.  We  have  228  enrolled  in  the 
entire  school  at  present. 

Included  in  the  present  school  warrant  is  an  article 
requesting  a  sum  of  money  to  be  raised  to  hire  an  edu- 
cational consultant  to  study  future  enrollment,  town 
growth,  and  to  make  an  impartial  evaluation  of  the 
local  schools  by  a  staff  of  qualified  experienced  ex- 
perts. The  firm  will  then  submit  their  recommenda- 
tions to  the  citizens  for  their  final  approval.  The  con- 
sultant's recommendation  may  be  in  two  parts;  one,  a 
solution  to  solve  our  educational  needs  now  and  for 
the  next  five  years;  two,  an  alternate  plan  which  may 
be  used  if  the  preferred  solution  proves  to  be  too  ex- 
pensive. 

Because  of  Goffstown's  existing  school  debt  and  the 
tax  rate,  I  feel  it  is  advisable  to  give  favorable  con- 
sideration to  the  proposed  consultant  study  since  we 
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must  be  certain  that  we  receive  the  greatest  possible 
value  for  money  expended. 

In  either  event,  Goffstown  cannot  afford  to  make  a 
mistake  in  solving  our  building  needs.  The  decision 
reached  this  year  must  endure  for  at  least  a  generation 
of  our  citizens! 

It  is  every  citizen's  duty  to  study  the  school  situation 
and  report  carefully,  and  to  reach  a  decision,  and  then 
vote  intelligently  when  the  selection  of  the  best  course 
of  action  is  presented  to  the  electorate  sometime  this 
year. 

The  urgency  of  our  problem  is  acute  and  a  decision 
cannot  be  postponed.  The  postponement  of  this  decision 
will  not  only  seriously  affect  the  future  growth  of  Goffs- 
town, but  will  further  impair  the  educational  welfare 
of  our  children.  Your  superintendent  cannot  conceive 
of  any  delaying  action  upon  these  school  issues. 

Goffstown  may  have  as  good  an  educational  system 
as  the  citizens  are  willing  to  support. 

May  I  take  the  opportunity  to  thank  the  School 
Board  and  citizens  of  Goffstown  for  their  cooperation 
and  I  hope  that  we  will  merit  your  continued  interest, 
cooperation  and  support  in  the  future.
